The 
five ministers who met with the 
junla already were under deten- 
tion and were put under house 
arrest when the meeting ended.

Seoul and named a temporary 
linet of 24 generals, colonels 


and lieutenant colonels to run the 
government. 


The junta took command of the 


national and Seoul police, whose 
members clashed briefly with tho 
rebel troops that seized control 
of Seoul before dawn Tuesday.

Withdrawal of 
All Military in 
Laos Demanded

GENEVA (AP)—U.S. Secretary 


of State Dean Rusk today demand- 
ed the withdrawal of all military 
forces from troubled Laos and 
charged the Communisls are vio- 
lating the cease-fire there. 


Rusk told lhe East-West foreign 


ministers' conference on Laos that 
the United States is willing lo pull 
oul Us military mission from Laos 
if Communist North Viet 
Nam 


does the same. 


Rusk offered lhe conference a 


three-point plan lo turn Laos inlo 
i neutral country removed from 
he pressures of the cold war so it 
can make "progress toward more 
stable political institutions, eco- 
nomic well-being and social jus- 
ice." 


In calling for Laotian neutrality, 


Rusk insisted lhal absolutely all 
foreign mililary personnel should 
)C withdrawn. 


"There is no problem about, lhe 


withdrawal o£ the limited U.S. 
military personnel assisting with 
the training and supply of govern- 
ment forces," Rusk said. But he 
insisted 
that 
the 
Communists 


from North Viet Nam who have 
been assisting the rebels must al- 
so leave'lhe country. 


He said lhe United Slates docs 


nol want to sec Laos "as a slag- 
ing area or as a thoroughfare for 
agents of subversion, saboteurs or 
guerrilla bands to operate against 
Laos' neighbors." 


Rusk called for effective inter- 


national machnicry to insure the 
cease-fire and charged lhat lhe 
Communist led Palhcl Lao is re- 
peatedly violating it.
